Increase over former years in the produc- 
tion of both metals There were produced 
during the year 185,552 tons of desilver- 
ized lead and 25,148 tons of nonargentifer- 
ons lead. The estimate of the production 
of desilverized lead was based upon 
returns

works 
in 
the 
country.

Kirohoff 
states 
that 
the 
greatei 


part of increase in the output of desilver- 
ized lead is probably due to the importa- 
tion of Mexican lead and silver ores, while 
in the case of the nou-argentiferous metal 
It is largely clue to the development of the 
St Joe district In Missouri 
In the pro- 


duction of zinc the increase has been 
chiefly in Kansas, Missouri and tbe South. 
The total output of zinc was 50,340 tons, of

That while ad 
mittlng that there are advantages in teaching 
Enulish to the Indiana to compel them to re 
celve all icllglcus instruction in that language 
would practically Under their receiving It in 
the most effective way The line of power 
travels with the human heart, and the heart of 
the Indian is in his language That it Is in bar 
monynith the genius of our country—a free 
Church in a free State—that the operations ol 
•II missionary societies should be untrammeleel 
by State Interference 


The rules of the Indian Bureau upon the sub 


Ject referred to are as f ollojss 


1. No text books In the vernacular will be al- 


lowed In any school iShere children are placed 
under contract, or where the Government con- 
tributes, in any manner v, hatever to the sup- 
port of the school No oral instruction in the 
vernacular will be allowed at such schools The 
entire curriculum must be in the English Ian 
Buage 


9 The vernacular may be used in tlie mis 


ilonary schools only for oral instiuction in 
morals and religion, where it IB deemed to be 
an auxiliary to the English language in convey 
Ing such Instruction, and only native Indian 
teachers will be permitted to otherwise teai h 
In any Indian vernacular, and these native 
teacher* will only be allowed so to toaoh in 
schools not supported In whole or in. part by 
the Government, and at remote points where 
there are no Government or contract schools 
where the English language is taught 


These native teachers are only allowed to 


teach in the vernacular, with a view of reach- 
ing those Indians who can not have the advan 
tages of instruction in English and such in 
atruotlon must give way to the English teach- 
ing schools as soon as they are established 
where th» Indians can have access to them 
8 \ limited theological class of young men 


may be trained In the vernacular at any purely 
missionary school, supported exclusively by 
missionary societies, the object being to pre- 
pare them for the ministry, whoso subsequent 
work shall be lonfined to preaching, unless 
they are employed as teachers iu remote set- 
tlements where English schools are inacces- 
sible 


4 These rules' are not intended to prevent the 


possession or use by any Indian of the Bible 
published in the vernacular, but such posses 
slon oruse shall not Intel fere with the teach- 
ing of the Fnglish language to the extent and 
the manner hereinbefore directed 


The Government seeks in Its managementof 


the Indians to civilize them and to prepare 
them for that contact with the world which neo 
essarlly accompanies civili/ation. Manifestly 
nothing is more Important to the Indian tiom 
this point of view, than a knowledge of the 
English language All the cffoi ts of those hav- 
ing the matter In ch irge tend to the ultimate 
mixture of the Indians 4 rh, oui other people, 
thus making one community equal in all those 
things which pertain to American citizenship 
But this ought not to be clone while the Indians 
are entirely ignorant of the English language 
It seems to me It would be a cruel mockery to 
send them out Into the world without this 
shield from imposition, and without this weap 
on to force their way to «elfsuppoit and inde- 
pendence 


Nothing cin be moie consistent then, than 


to Insist upon the teaching of English In our 
Indian schools It will not do 1o permit these 
waidt of the Nation in their preparation to be- 
come their own masters to indulge in their 
barbarous language bectiuse it Is easier for 
them. 01 because It pleases them 


The action of the conference, therefore, sur- 


gprlses mo, If by it they mean to protest against 
•uoh exclusion as is prescribed in the order It 
will be obsoned that text books in the vernac- 
ular" are what are piohlbited and "oral in- 
atructlon" the "entire cnniculnm," must be in 
English These aro terms used to deilne the 
elements of an oidinary secular education, and 
•Jo not refer to tellglous or moial teaching 
Secular teaching Is the object ot the ordinary 
Government schools, but surely there can be 
no objection to reading a chapter in 
the 


Bible In English 01 In Dr.knt m, If English 
Could not bo understood at the dally opening 
of those echools as is done in many other well- 
regulated secular schools It may be too, that 
the use of the words in the vernacular may be 
iiome times necessary to aid in communicating 
a knowledge ot the English language but the 
use of the vernacular sh uld not be encouraged 
or oontlnued beyond the limit of such necessi 
ty, and the 'text books " the "oral mstruc 
tion," in a general sense, and the 'curriculum" 
certainly should be In Engflsh 


In missionary schools moral and religious in- 


struction may be given In the vernacular, as 
an auxiliary to English, In conveying such in 
•traction Here, H hile the desirability of some 
instruction in morals and religion IB recog 
nlzed, the extreme value of learning the En 
(llsh language is not lost sight of 


And the provision which follows that only 


native touchers shall "otherwise" (that is, ex 
oept for moral or religious Instruction ) teach 
the vernacular, and only In remote places, and 
until Qovernment^or contract schools are es 
tablishefl, is In exact keeping with the purpose 
of the Government to exclude tho Indian Ian 
guages from schools so far as is consistent 
wltb a due regard for the continuance of moral 
and religious teaching in the missionary 
•chools, and except In such cases as the exclu 
•ion would result in tho entire neglect of secu 
lar or other instruction 


Provision Is made In the rules for theological 


training of young men in missionary schools 
to fit themselves as Indian preachers, and the 
possession and use of the Bible so far as it 
does not Interfere with the secular English 
teaching Insisted upon is especially secured 


I can not believe that these rules of tEe In- 


dian bureau were at band when the resolutions 
before mo were adopted If they were, I think 
they were strangely misunderstood, though the 
mild admission that there are advantages in 
teaching English to the Indians Indicate that 
there Is a wide difference between those who 
appear cautiously to make such an admission, 
and the many others interested in Indian im 
provement who deem such teaching the para 
mount object of immediate effort 


Tho rules referred to have been modified and 


changed In their phraseology to meet the views 
of good men who seek to lid the Government 
In its benevolent intention until it was sup- 
posed their meaning wus quite plain and theii 
purpose satisfactory 
There need be no feat 
tbat in their execution they w U ut all interfere

A STflAY SHOT. 


Pathetic Incident of the Great 


Civil War. 


It was early in '64 while our brigade 


(Hood's) tvas still In Tennessee, that 
one morning we received orders to be 
ready to march at a moment's notice. 
We had been idle for some time and the 
prospect of action was not unwelcome. 
Besides, a "brash" meant a possible 
supply of blankets, clothes and com- 
missary stores—of all of which we 
were in sore need! Those of us who 
md them rolled up our ragged blan- 
tets; the bugles sounded "fall in," and 
we were on tho march. 


We learned presently that the Federals 


were advanlng by Cumberland Gap, 
where we had about a regiment of cav- 
alry and a battery of light artillery. 
It 


was a splendid day; the ground was 
covered with a fresh fall of snow that 
'listened in the cold sunshine, and 
melted awny here and there, showing 
patches of warm-looking brown earth. 
Tho sky was a soft pale blue overhead; 
and the crisp little wind that blew in 
our faces had lost the biting edge it had 
at dawn. Our spirits rose at we fell 
into the familiar regular swinging step, 
and there was no straggling. 


We had tramped steadily forward 


[or some time when wo heard, all at 
once, a sharp firing of small arms 
ahead, and rapid work by the battery. 
It seemed to be a short, hot fight with- 
out the usual skirmishing, and we were 
put at once on a double-quick. But 
much, to our disappointment when we 
came to the bit of open country where 
bhe firing had seemed so brisk, save 
tor the trampled snow and one or two 
wounded men and a few dead horses, 
a broken-down caisson, a saber dropped 
here and there, or a blue or gray cap 
caught on a brush or tossed on. the 
ground, there was no evidence that a 
regiment of cavalry and a battery of 
artillery had here met an enemy in 
hand-to-hand 
conflict. The Federal 


troop, which proved to have been a sin- 
gle regiment out on a scont, had re- 
tired beyond the Gap, and our own 
force had followed in the direction of 
its former position. 


We were grumbling loudly at having 


come so far for nothing, when a wom- 
an, mounted on an old sorrel horse and 
wearing a blue homespun sunbonnet, 
came galloping down the road. She 
dismounted at a small double-log cabin 
near by, and walked rapidly over to 
the spot, where we were making ready 
to camp 


Had we seen any thing of her two 


little boys, she asked, turning a pale, 
agonized face upon us. They had been 
perched upon the fence when the Hebs 
began fanning in line just across from 
the cabin, and the older one, "aleetle 
turned o' six," hod taken his' little 
four-year-old brothel by the hand and 
run out into the rond to look on. Then, 
iu a moment and before nny body could 
cry out to them even, the Yanks had 
come thundering along and they had 
boeu caught between the lines and 
swallowed up in the rush and roar oi 
battle. When the shoit tussle was over 
they were no where to be seen. She 
had gone on to where our lines had 
been re-estaolisbed, and had there gol 
ready leave to pass over to the Federal 
camp; but no one had seen or heard 
any thing of tho missing children. 
Would we help her hunt them? 


Wouldn't we! Every man volun- 


teered with a whoop. We formed 
long line—like a skirmish line—and 
started, searching every foot of ground 
carefully, and 
calling out cheerily 


as we went. We peered over the 
edges of fallen trees. 
We turned 


over brush-heaps 
We scattered the 


dead leaves that had drifted into root- 
bound hollows. We dragged the little 
pools of water made by the melting 
snow. 


We had gone over two or three miles 


in this way. The short afternoon was 
waning, and the wind was growing 
sharp and keen with the lengthening 
rays of the sun. A halt was called 
Some of the officers and older men con- 
sulted hastily together and were about 
decided to beat around in the opposite 
direction, when suddenly a shout came 


"Here they are!"'
